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LARD  OUTPUT  UP  3  PERCENT 

IN  MAJOR  PRODUCING  COUNTRIES 


Lard  production  in  1962  in  the  world's  major  producing  countries  is  esti- 
mated to  have  reached  7*320  million  pounds,  nearly  3  percent  above  1961. 

Production  in  the  United  States  fell  below  1961  as  the  effects  of  in- 
creased hog  slaughter  were  more  than  offset  by  the  declining  yield  of 
lard  per  hog.    The  downward  trend  in  lard  production  may  be  reversed  in 
1963  as  hog  slaughter  is  forecast  to  rise  about  2  percent  during  the 
year. 

South  American  lard  production  showed  a  small  increase  as  gains  in  Brazil 
offset  the  continued  declines  in  Argentina.    Pork  prices  in  Argentina 
have  risen  in  recent  months,  however,  and  will  likely  encourage  a  rise 
in  hog  numbers  during  the  current  year. 

In  Western  Europe  production  is  estimated  to  have  risen  30  million  pounds 
in  1962,  largely  in  France  and  West  Germany.    Increases  in  pork  productio] 
in  Eastern  Europe  indicate  that  lard  output  in  1962  was  up  by  about  35 
million  pounds. 

Japanese  production  has  risen  sharply  in  the  last  several  years  in  con- 
junction with  the  rapid  development  of  the  swine  industry..  Pork  produc- 
tion rose  k2  percent  in  1962  and  lard  production  has  increased  at  an 
even  greater  rate;  1962  output  at  128  million  pounds  was  56  percent  high- 
er than  the  previous  year,  and  117  percent  above  the  1956-60  average. 


Trade.    World  lard  trade,  excluding  possible  shipments  between  Communist 
Bloc  countries,  totaled  707  million  pounds  in  1962,  continuing  the  de- 
cline from  the  897  million  pound  high  of  i960. 


The  United  States  continued  to  be  the  world1 s  largest  exporter  accounting 
for  60  percent  of  all  lard  entering  world  trade.    U.S.  lard  exports  at 
422  million  pounds  were  down  only  slightly  from  the  4l9  million  exported 
in  1961. 

The  Netherlands  continued  to  be  the  second  largest  exporter  with  127  mil- 
lion pounds.    However,  lard  exports  from  that  country  were  below  the 
previous  year  as  both  Peru  and  Cuba  took  less.    Peru  now  seeks  to  reduce 
lard  imports  in  favor  of  increasing  imports  of  greases  to  be  further  pro- 
cessed into  lard  within  the  country.    Cuba,  only  3  years  ago,  imported 
between  175  million  and  200  million  pounds  of  lard  annually.    Lard  im- 
ports have  been  cut  to  only  a  fraction  of  that  amount  with  the  Netherlands 
supplying  most  of  what  is  purchased  from  non-Communist  sources. 

Up  until  1961  France  found  an  expanding  market  in  the  United  Kingdom  with 
sales  reaching  57  million  pounds  in  that  year.    In  1962  shipments  to  the 
U.K.  market  dropped  sharply  to  26  million  pounds  and  increased  amounts 
of  French  lard  were  sent  to  Common  Market  countries. 

The  United  Kingdom  remains  the  largest  market  for  the  world1 s  lard  ex- 
porters.    Imports  in  1962  rebounded  from  the  15  percent  drop  in  1961  as 
manufacturers  of  shortenings  and  other  products  again  found  lard  competi- 
tive with  competing  oils.    Imports  in  the  early  months  of  1963  indicate 
that  lard  imports  may  exceed  1962. 

West  Germany  continued  to  decrease  its  lard  imports  in  19&2,  particularly 
those  from  the  United  States,  which  previously  was  the  major  supplier  of 
a  far  larger  market.    German  lard  production  has  increased  rapidly  in 
recent  years  during  which  time  consumption  per  capita  has,  in  general, 
been  on  the  decline. 

Outlook.    Total  world  trade  will  probably  show  no  appreciable  net  change 
in  terms  of  volume  in  19^3 •    There  will,  however,  likely  be  several  con- 
tinuing changes  in  traditional  trade  patterns.    Peru  has  enacted  legis- 
lation to  discourage  the  import  of  lard  (Dutch  type)  and  encourage  the 
import  of  hog  grease  to  be  refined  into  Dutch  type  lard  in  Peru.  This 
action  will  probably  reduce  the  Netherlands  buying  of  U.S.  hog  grease,  but 
the  loss  will  probably  be  offset  by  increased  Peruvian  purchases.  Cuba, 
formerly  a  major  market  for  U.S.  lard,  has  been  making  small  scale  pur- 
chase of  lard  from  the  Netherlands.    This  buying  will  probably  continue 
in  1963  at  about  the  same  level  as  last  year.    U.S.  lard  exports  in  19&3 
continue  to  be  concentrated  on  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom.    If  the 
present  rate  continues,  exports  of  lard  in  1963  may  exceed  1962  by  10  to 
20  percent  and  be  in  the  area  of  ^75  to  500  million  pounds. 

For  several  years  U.S.  lard  exports  to  the  Common  Market  countries  have 
been  on  the  decline.    In  1962  West  Germany  took  about  practically  all  of 
the  ±k^>  million  pounds  shipped  to  the  EEC.    France,  a  competitor  in  the 
world  market,  and  Italy  took  none,  while  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands  took 
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only  negligible  amounts.     In  September  19^3  the  often-delayed  Common  Agri- 
cultural Policy  proposals  for  pork  products  are  tentatively  scheduled  to 
become  effective.    The  common  external  tariff  for  lard  is  20  percent  ad 
valorem  for  non-member  countries }  however,  this  duty  is  not  bound  in 
GATT.    Under  the  new  EEC  regulations  lard  will  be  subject  to  a  levy  and 
gate  price  system  which  could  seriously  curtail  U.S.  exports  to  this 
area.
